This Office Action is in response to the RCE filed 14 March 2008. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 31-32,35-43,46-53,55-56,59-63 and 65-69 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 31- 
32,35-43,46-53,55-56,59-63 and 65-69 are allowable because prior art does not 
disclose alone or in combination along with the limitations of the independent claims 
such as a side surface of the metallic film and a side surface of the transparent 
conductive film are in contact with the insulating film.
